WASHINGTON — The new 
Senate Permanent Committee on 
Intelligence Oversight is expected to 
reopen the investigation of President 
Kennedy’s • assassination based on 
several key leads developed by the 
now defunct Senate Intelligence 
Committee. 

A simple majority of the 15-mem- 
ber committee can vote to pursue the 
investigation and a spokesman for its 
chairman, Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D- 
Hawaii, said that decision will be 
made within six months. 

The leads are contained irv a • 
report released today by the old com- 
mittee. It was prepared by three 
lawyer-investigators and two 
researchers, some of whom are 
expected to join the new committee 
and continue the investigation'. 

One of j the leads developed was 
that shortly before midnight on Nov. 
22, 1963 — hours after President 
Kennedy was assassinated in Dallas 
— a twin engine plane silently touche 
ed down at Mexico city’s Benito 
Juarez International Airport and, 
dropped off a man. . t ;
